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First Annual PhilANOR Meeting to be Held April 15. 


This 1s a very important 
meeting and I am urging each and 
everyone of you to attend. We 
wlll be electing co-presidents 
and confirming the elections of 
both the secretary and the trea- 
SULer. 

The big item on the agenda 
wlll be the reading of the pro- 
posed by-laws. The by-laws will 
not be voted on that night.

to belong to a structured organ- 
1zatlon like a coven. Maybe a 
legal umbrella organization like 
COG (Covenant of the Goddess) is 
what you long .to see in our area 
Or perhaps you really want an 
organization which is active in 
SPONSOF1ng Pagan artists, stores 
and crafts. What ever your 


dream may be, I and the rest of 
the charter members want you to 
come and tell us. Come and BE 
one of us. Help make your 
dreams and my dreams for 
Ph1lANOR come true. 


Money : 

Every organization must 
SOONer or later deal with the 
word: money. It takes money to 
Send out flyers and to print 
posters. It takes money to set 
up festivals. Therefore after 
much backing and forthing the 
following dues structure was 
Suggested: $15:00 per person 
which includes a year's sub- 

SCription to RiverPAth. If two 
people live together there 1s 
usually no reason to have two 
newsletters going to the same 
mailing address, therefore one 

of the couple may elect to not 

receive the RiverPath and her- 
his dues will be nine dollars a 
vear. Of course you can sub- 
SCYlbe to RiverPAth without 
being a member of Ph1lANOR which 
makes sense for those of you who 
l11ve in Massachusetts and 
Kentucky. If you want to be a 
member and can't come to the 
meeting, send your check Or 
money order made out to Ph1lANOR 
to Lady Epona, #322, 
Trumbauersville, PA. 18970. If 


you are able to attend the 
meeting, we will take your cash, 
check or money order. Since we 
are a Pagan Orginizatlion, we do 
Operate from trust. If you 
truly are unable to afford the 
$15 bucks, pay what you can 
afford. We Know and you know 
that Goddess will never be 
cheated. 

What do you get for your 15 
hard earned dollars? We 1intend 
that every member of Ph1lANOR 
W1l1l receive reduced rates at 
all Ph1ilANOR functions. You 
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will also avoid any lincrease in 
the price of RiverPath. But 
most importantly, you will be 
building the economic bas1s of 
having your dreams come true. 

Example: If we can get 
enough people committed, 
PhilANOR will have several open 
rituals throughout the year. 
These wlll probably need to be 
held 1n some private stucture or 
safe area. Unfortunately, it 1s 
not safe to have really meaning- 
ful rxtuals -1n pPuUDI1ic parks. 
There 1s s1imply too much that 
can interfere with effective 
POWer raising and magqick work- 
1ngs. Very few of us can accom- 
modate more that 12 to 15 people 
1n our houses, apartments or 
yards, and even in some of the 
bigger homes, the space 1s laid 
out so that effective circles 
are difficult if not 1impossible. 
This means that we most likely 
W111 need to rent space form 
organizations such as the 
Unitarian Church or the VFMW. 

And that will cost money. 

I am adamantly against any- 
one making a profit on Goddess. 
But I am also realistic enough 
to know that no person Or group 
can arora to girt” the egrt of 
us. One generous pagan-sSpirit 
from upstate recently offered 
her place as a free and safe 
outs1ide.site for a two day fest- 
1val/ritual. Free until I 
Pointed out to her that she 
would have to rent at least two 
porta-potties to prevent her 
Septic system from overloading 
and. polluting the enviroment. 
Porta-potties cost $55 each per 
day. All of a sudden $she was 
talking $220 for a two day fes- 
tival at her 'free' space. Then 
I reminded her that most Pagans 
require their morning Shower. 
The cost of providing a portable 
Shower that can handle 10 people 
with warmish water is about 75 
dollars a day. Cooking facili- 


ties for people had to be con- 


S1dered, her kitchen stove would 


not be adequate nor would her 
refrigerator store enough cold 
food. Even 1f everyone brought 
coolers, some food stuffs must 
be frozen. Parking facilities 
had to be cons1idered (re-gra- 
veling her drive $so that no one 
had to be towed out of the mud, 
etc.) and sleeping arrangements 
for people who would show up 
with out tents, tents without 
stakes and stakes without tents. 
'Free' started to look as though 
1t might empty her pocket book. 

Finally, there 1s 1insurance. 
NO competent and responsible 
Person 1s going to hold an open 
ritual without an insurance 
binder. Organizations like 
churches and the VEFW have them 
built into the rate structure. 

When I pointed out that an 
insurance binder for two days 
would probably cost her 150 
bucks (or more) and that her 
renter's household insurance was 
woefully lnadequate, she con- 
ceded that her "free" space was 
no longer free, In fact 1t 
would probably cost 20 dollars 
Per person for the two days, 1f 
50 people showed up. Fifty 
pPaylng people. Just to cover 
costs; no money into the pot for 
future events. Now, this 1s not 
outraqeous. In fact 1t 1s such 
a good deal that I am cons1- 
dering sSuggesting that Ph1lANOR 
look into the slte. But 1t 
certainly 1sn't free. 

Therefore ... 


As a Ph1lANOR member you 


would not only get to attend the 
ritual at a reduced rate, but 
your dues, used as start up 
money, would make the festival 
pPosslble in the first place. 

I could give you other 
examples but I think you get the 
1dea. But we certainly need more 
than your money; We need you
